4. Business Arising from the Minutes 


There was a discussion in the previous meeting regarding online course evaluations. One issue that 
was discussed was the three week response time. The Chair explained that this three week rate is 
strongly recommended and this is also the response time that McGill and Ryerson use. If the 
system access is reduced, the response rate drastically drops. 


C. MacKenzie explained that we allow students to register up until the third week of class. It seems 
that opening the system on the 11" week seems too early for these students as they would only 
have been in the class for a short time. 


The Department of Studio Arts and the Mel Hoppenheim School of Cinema also had concerns. 
However, it was agreed that implementation would be the best way to fully understand the system 
and how it will work for the Fine Arts. 


C. MacKenzie also mentioned that one e-mail reminder to the student should be sufficient as 
multiple reminders could be a nuisance. 


The Chair acknowledged all of the comments and explained that the concerns would be shared 
with the Office of the Vice-Provost, Academic Affairs. The evaluations will be implemented in 
December 2007.

D. Pariser mentioned that Art Education professors used to receive workload remissions based on 
the number of students supervised. 


D. Jojich mentioned that independent students are also important to note in regards to workload. 
There seems to be more and more requests for supervision from these students. 


F. Morelli echoed this concern in terms of supervision with MFA students and suggested that a 
committee be formed to look into this. 


L. Lerner explained that a lack of remissions may lead to Faculty members having to decline 
students.

BFA Curriculum Changes in Art History (FFAC 07-10-12-D6a)

courses. The online course was an introductory course for non-Canadians while the lecture course 


in the Department was for individuals with an existing knowledge of Canadian Art. These changes 
rectify this anomaly.
